Subject;— United States AID Programme—Chartering of Ocean Vessels and 
embargo on certain vessels for transport of AID financed goods. 

No. 32-ITC(PN)/63. —All importers holding import licences issued under the 
United States Aid Loans (formerly DLF) are hereby informed that the vessels 
Included In the list attached to this Public Notice are not eligible to carry AID- 
ftnaneed goods, The importers concerned should, therefore, ensure that no part 
of the goods covered by the relevant licences are shipped in any of the vessels 
included in the list. Additions/alterations to the list will also be duly notified 
in Public Notices from time to time for necessary action by importers. 

2. Chartering of ocean vessels for the carriage of AID-financed commodities is 
not also permissible, unless such charter has been approved In advance by the 
AID authorities, Importers holding licences under AID Loans should, therefore, 
ensure that the approval of AID is secured in advance for chartering vessels for 
the carriage of goods covered by the licence. 

3. The above instructions come into force with immediate effect.
